THE ACCEPTED TIME 

The Disciples of Christ have always 
ven intensely evangelistic—at least, 
since Walter Scott’s time. But even 
among us, there seems to be of late a 
further development in zeal, power and 
efficiency. Never before have we had 
so many men at work who were bring- 
ing into the churches their scores and 
hundreds. An independent minister who 
has visited our office several times of 
late invariably expresses his astonish- 
ment and gratification at the news from 
these meetings. Meetings in which 100, 
300, 500, or even 800 and more are add- 
ed to the church are becoming com- 
mon This is a source of exquisite de- 
light to the evangelists, the pastors, 
ind to the entire brotherhood Nor are 
hese converts mere “joiners.” They 
are steadfast, immovable, and in most 
cases they soon begin to “abound in the 
work of the Lord.” 

But the multiplication of phenome- 
nally successful evangelists and the en- 
largement and the deepening of their 
work is not the only indication of a 
new dawn in this great enterprise. 
Other religious bodies are being pro- 
foundly stirred. The Congregationalists 
and the Presbyterians, not to mention 
still others, have in the last two or 
three years awakened to the paramount 
importance of the soul-winning function 
of the churches. They are holding 
evangelistic conferences, appointing 
committees, sending out their workers, 
and filling their church weeklies with 
encouraging reports, and discussions of 
the subject in all its phases. Nor is 
this all: the conclusions of modern 
psychology have thrown a flood of light 
upon the subject of conversion, and men 
understand it as never before. It has 
become a subject of earnest study, and 
trained minds are grappling with its 
problems 

By these and many other tokens we 
should be mightily encouraged to press 
this work at every point. In some com- 
munities it is easy to hold a successful 
meeting. The cause was planted in the 
early dawn of the reformation, it has 
een served by able men, and the popu 
lation has been stable, not migratory. 
The social pressure therefore accumu- 
lates from generation to generation, and 
the way into the Christian Church is 
broad and easy and popular. But there 
are other communities; pioneer condi- 
poverty hinders; social 
prestige is wanting: denominational 
jealousies are rife; and the way into 
the “Campbellite” church is a way of 
thorns and obloquy, often trodden only 
or chiefly by recalcitrants from the 
other churches. And then there are our 
great cities, with their rampant com- 
mercialism, with few exceptions the de- 





tions obtain: 


spair of our leaders. 

Without any attempt to analyze the 
spirit of the age, it is at once apparent 
that we have some unsolved problems, 
some unwon territories, some alluring 
opportunities. But in the light of what 
we have said above, and in view of our 
exhaustless resources, “Let us go up 
and possess the land, for we are abun- 
dantly able to overcome it.” It is our 
inheritance How long shall we be 
slack? No differences among us con- 


cerning names and phrases and met 
ods shall be permitted for an instant 
to divert our attention from the chi 
business of the churches, the evangeli- 
zation of America and the world. We: 
will be true to the best Christian tradi- 
tions on all mooted questions, especially 
on the subject of Christian union, and 
we will welcome all the light’ that 
shines, from whatever source, but with 
fidelity and warmth and increasing mo- 
mentum we will press the battle for the 
redemption of “Mansoul.” It is’ the 
most timely work, and as ever, with if 
possible additional emphasis, we may 
say, “Now is the accepted time.” 
“There’s a midnight blackness changing 
Into gray; 
Men of thought and men of action, 
Once the welcome light has broken, 
Who shall say 
What the unimagined glories 
Of the day? 
What the evils that shall perish 
In its ray? 
Aid the dawning. tongue and pen! 
Aid it, hopes of honest men! 
Aid it paper, aid it type, 
Aid it, for the hour is ripe, 
And our earnest must not slacken 
Into play. 
Men of thought and men of action, 
Clear the way!”

PROFESSOR FOSTER'’S VIEWS 
The occupant of the chair of the philos-. 
ophy of religion in the University of Chi- 
cago has published the first of two 
volumes on “The Finality of the Chris- 
tian Religion.” The high character of the 
man, his single-mindedness as a scholar, 
and many of his statements made in 
class-room and public lectures, have 
caused those who were somewhat ac- 
quainted with him and his teachings to 
await the appearance of these volumes 
with unusual interest. That Professor 
Foster is a radical in theology no one 
has doubted who had the least familiar- 
ity with the facts. It was therefore de- 
sirable that he should speak his mind 
clearly and fully, and that he can do so 
is evident both from his usual method 
and from the volume now before us. 
We believe it was a mistake to issue 
the volumes of this work separately. In 
so doing the critical and destructive work 
which the author conceives to be neces 
sary to his thesis, stands alone, and 
leaves the impression of an almost 
wholly negative result in the mind 
of the reader. No fair-minded 
person wishes to judge any man 
by an incomplete utterance, and yet 
it would almost appear that Professor 
Foster has consented deliberately to this 
partial judgment. Ultimately, no harm 
will come of it, but it is to be regretted 
that anyone should miss whatever con- 
structive work the author has to offer, 
through lack of sympathy with the criti- 
eal section, which is thus set out alone. 
In this first volume the foundations of 
what is called “Authority Religion” are 
vigorously attacked. Professor Foster

authority as represented in state 
churches, whether Roman or Protestant, 
but oceeds at once to deny the reality 
of the supernatural elements in the Chris- 
tian faith which has a leading place in 
evangelical Christianity. Jesus wrought 
no miracles. He did not rise from the 
dead physically. The claims made in 
behalf of these “signs” are not only un- 
founded, but the miracles themselves ob- 
secure the vital nature of Jesus’ appeal, 
by character, teaching and spirit, to the 


highest in man. 

This is the thesis in briefest form. 
With elaborate and painstaking care, 
Professor Foster constructs his argument. 
With ample citation of sources and 
authorities, he reviews the literature of 
the subject. He is master of the form 
and method of theological discussion, and 
he knows the workers in the field. His 
summaries of noted writers are profound 
ly appreciative and telling. 

We are thankful to Professor Foster 
for his book, even if he had not written 
a second volume. For the careful read- 
ing of it makes clearer than ever the 
fact that such a thesis will not stand 
the bombardment of facts for a moment. 
When a man holds a doctrine with which 
we do not agree, we like to have him 
take time to give it the amplest and 
most urgent presentation possible. Then 
we claim the right of fair examination 
and frank criticism, and we are more 
than ever assured, after reading with 
some attention this admirable statement, 
that it will not hold. The conviction 
grows upon one constantly that the 
author is too successful in denial, that 
he deals overlightly with the evidence, 
that he gradually piles up a mass of un- 
accounted for material, which is mors 
dificult to explain than the New Testa- 
ment itself. And one turns from these 
elaborate and scholarly pages to the 
Gospels and the Epistles with the relief 
with which he might emerge from a 
laboratory into the sunlight. 

We heartily agree with the purpose 
Professor Foster appears to have—to turn 
attention from the accidents to the essen- 
tials of Christianity. We join him in his 
view that the miraculous has been made 
to play a role altogether too prominent 
in the history of the church; that it was 
the least convincing of New Testament 
evidences, and that since the days of 
miracles it has had little, if any, eviden- 
tial value. But the miracle is there, in 
the life of Christ, used freely and with- 
out abuse, and appearing as naturally in 
acts of healing as our most commonplace 
acts of control in the realm of nature 

More than this, it was not the Chris- 
tianity which Professor Foster finds re- 
maining after his subtractions which 
created the church, conquered the em- 
pire and is winning the world. The facts 
are against such a view. The thesis is 
an inverted pyramid. 

We wish to do Professor Foster the 
justice to state that in all the essentials 
of Christian teaching, save those which 
deal with the origin of the faith, he is 
as convinced and orthodox a believer as 
any of us. When he speaks negatively 
of the physical resurrection of Christ he 
still says, “Is there no other foundation 
of salvation? Are not the truths of our 
faith, God’s love and grace, his com- 
mandments and kingdom, reliable in and 
of themselves? Do they need a visible 
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authentication? Are we not children of 
God if we say with love and confidence, 
Abba Father? Do we not have forgive- 
ness of our sins if we are penitent, and 
believingly seek his grace? Is Jesus not 
our reconciler if his spirit dwells in us 
and fills us with the peace of God? Is 
our faith in eternal life vain and base- 
less if Jesus be not bodily risen and did 
not show himself for a certain length of 
time to his disciples?” * * * “Jesus 
is the Living One, no matter whether he 
appeared corporeally to his disciples, or 
not. He lives and rules in the world 
through his spirit. Our conviction that 
this is true must ever be a matter of 
faith and not sight.” 

But it is precisely the things which 
the author omits which cannot be left 
out. The refutation of his thesis lies in 
its thoughtful examination. 

We have said that we are thankful 
for this book. We believe it will com- 
pel a large amount of careful thinking 
regarding the foundations of our faith. 
No man really believes anything until he 
has thought it through for himself. To 
be sure, the discussion presented in this 
book is not new. There is no novelty in 
the denial of miracle. If Christianity 
had been in danger by such arguments, 
it would long since have disappeared. It 
is true, however, that every generation 
has to face the problem in its own way, 
and can take no previous apologetic as 
sufficient. We believe the discussion of 
this book will clear the air, and in some 
quarters it is in great need of clearing 

There are different sorts of minds to 
which the book will make different ap 
peals There are those people who do 
not read it, and are therefore violent in 
denunciation. This is the easy method 
One is never biased by any knowledge of 
the facts, and can speak with freedom. 
If harm is done by the book, it is this 
class of people, both preachers and edi- 
tors, who will do it. If the book has a 
wide reading, it will be in large measure 
due to the liberal advertising it is now 
receiving from the half-informed men 
who are alarming the timid and com- 
forting the scorners. 

Then there are those who will read 
the book because they already know 
Professor Foster’s views, as students, or 
because they wish fuller statement of 
them. It is an interesting fact that the 
men who studied theology with the 
author, in the days when he was in the 
Divinity School of the university, and 
who have a deep personal regard for 
him—indeed, have been profoundly helped 
by his teaching—have found themselves 
wholly unconvinced by those theories 
which varied from the great essentials 
of the Christian faith. It would be in 
the last degree unfortunate if the search- 
ing analysis of the arguments of the 
look should be turned into personal sym- 
pathy for the author by vicious attacks 
upon him. He could be expelled from 
his membership in the Baptist Ministerial 
Association; he could be forced to resign 
from his position in the university. 
Either of these steps would dignify his 
contention and awaken widespread sym- 
pathy for him without regard to the facts. 
What is needed is neither hysterics nor 
vituperation, but such confidence in the 
self-vindicating power of truth as shall 
not only permit but demand that a 
teacher shall have the fullest freedom 
of speech and then that he shall justify 
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his doctrines to every man’s conscience 
in the sight of God. H. L. W.

My plea is this, “Give the People a 
Chance.” For years I have been pro- 


foundly convinced that the reason so 
many churches are not missionary 
churches, and so many members of even 
contributing churches do not give for 
missions is because they have not had a 
chance to give. Their missionary spirit 
and zeal have either been suppressed or 


allowed to lie dormant by their leaders. 
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The same gospel that saves a man 
makes a missionary of him. In fact, 
there is no surer proof that a man is 


saved than the fact that he immediately 
becomes a missionary to somebody. The 
gospel is to be carried, not kept. “Christ 
for the world” means God’s big work, 
not my little one. The gospel is designed 
to sweep me out of my little sphere into 
God's. When it does this for me I am 
saved. I have a vision of the world. 

There is no selfishness so demoralizing 
as selfishness in spiritual things. Sup- 
press the missionary spirit, make a man 
think the gospel is for him and his little 
community and you make him narrow. 
He becomes self-centered, not Christ- 
centered. The very blessings of the gos- 
pel become a curse to him. The devil 
gains a victory when he persuades a 
church or individual not to give for the 
evangelization of the whole world. 

Our people are like other people. They 
will give to world-wide missions if they 
have a chance. I have proved this many 
times. There is not a church in our 
brotherhood that will not give to foreign 
missions if you give it a chance. “That's 
a sweeping statement,” you say. So it 
is, but it’s true. 

Now, what does it mean to give the 
people a chance? Well, for instance, the 
church witn a minister opposed to mis- 
sions does not have a chance. It is un- 
fair to chide such a church for not hav- 
ing the missionary spirit. How can it, 
with a selfish preacher suppressing the 
most characteristic expression of the 
Christ-life? The preacher who makes 
selfishness a virtue and cultivates a 
church for himself, impoverishes it; 
while he who cultivates it for the Lord 
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enriches it unto an ever-increasing har- 
vest for the The church should 
be pitied, not scolded, preacher 
does not give it a chance. It cannot ex- 
pand. No minister has a right to sit on 
the lid of the Lord’s treasury and allow 
it to open only to local interests. 
Again, no church has a chance whose 
minister is content to merely languidly 
announce the offering the day it is to 
he received. The people have a right to 
the stirring facts of missions. No real 
Christian will then refuse to give. The 
preacher or elder who in lordly authority

Darst, hero of many a victory for the 
Master in the planting of a city church, 
has been compelled to give up the 
Berkeley work. After the necessary 
rest, we hope to see him once more in 
the harness, and this time as our City 
Missionary, whose business it will be to 
superintend and develop our _ present 
mission points and plant others in the 
rapidly ‘owing centers about the bay 
of San Francisco. A mission point has 
already been opened in Loren in South 
Berkeley, where Bro. Cartwright of Ore- 
gon has been doing faithful work for 
some months. 

The Oakland church, under the able 
preaching of Thomas A. Boyer, is be- 
ing led successfully toward the posi- 
tion we ought to ccecupy in that city of 
a hundred thousand people. Bro. Boyer 
is recognized as one of the most elo- 
quent preachers in a city whose church- 
es have always been blessed with strong 
pulpiteers. The past year is doubtless 
the best in the history of our work in 
Oakland. The congregation now num- 
bers nearly 450 and on Sunday nights 
the pastor speaks to from six to eight 
hundred people. During the past year 
this church has purchased at a cost of 
twelve thousand dollars the best lot in 
the city of Oakland for a downtown 
church and is making heroic sacrifices 
to make the payments upon it. That 
they will succeed we all believe. 

At Richmond Bro. H. J. Loken and 
the Christian Church continue to grow 
in the hearts of the people.

In San Francisco we have two strong 
churches and two flourishing missions. 

Bro. Frank Stewart Ford is in his 
twelfth year at the First Church on 
Twelfth street. His lebor is one of 
peace and joy and love and hope. Bro. 
Ford is studiously enthusiastic and en- 
thusiastically studious. In being intro- 
duced at a little gathering in the city 
one night recently to say a few words 
he announced, “I didn’t come down here

At Twenty-fourth and Castro streets in 
San Francisco we have a mission a little 
more than a year old, neatly housed in 
a chapel owned by the mission, seat- 
ing about one hundred persons, and lo- 
cated on leased land. This mission was 
organized by Bro. P. Brett Morgan and 
is now shepherded by Bro. Otto B. Ire- 
lan. Bro. Irelan is a young man who 
has just consecrated himself to the 
ministry of Jesus Christ, and already 
his work is bearing fruit. The church 
membership doubled in the first four 
California were compelled to suffer in 
months of his pastorate. 

At Tenth avenue, south of Golder 
Gate Park, our other mission in San 
Francisco is located. Here we have a 
church of fifty members, comfortably 
housed in a well equipped building, 
costing six thousand dollars.

sota, is the pastor. He has a warm 
place in the hearts of his people. 

The West Side Christian Church is 
presided over by Robert Lord Cave. 








The church at Palo Alto has enjoyed 
the ministrations of Charles L. Beal for 
the past two years and is doing good 
work. We expect to have a large aud 
influential church in this famous col 
lege town. 

The hardest thing tne churches ot 
1905 was the loss of Walter Madison 
White, for six years pastor of the West 
Side Christian Church, and for the 
same length of time a sweet and in- 
spiring influence to all our work in 
northern California While Bro. White 
was with the West Side church it grew 
to be one of our greatest churches and 
dedicated to the service of God a build- 
ing costing $45,800.00, which is one of 





the most perfectly appointed in San 
Francisco. Bro. White was as much 
loved outside of our own people as 
within it. He served for two years as 
State President of the Inter-Denomina 
tional Sunday School Association, and 
was much esteemed by people of all 


classes in San Francisco. He was a 
faithful preacher of the word of God 
and a true pastor to his people. His 


best qualities, however, were his re 
markably winning personality and his 
administrative ability. How much of 
this he had none knew until the work 
of entertaining the International Con- 
vention of 1905 was entered upon. At 
first we were amazed at the enormity 
of our task, but Walter M. White was 
chosen chairman of the Committee of 
Arrangements, and soon all felt the 
touch of a master hand. Order began 
to come out of chaos, intelligent plan- 
ning took the place of doubts. The rest 
is known to the whole world. The few 
and weak churches about the Bay, led 
by this prince of workers, entertained 
the great convention in a manner of 
which we are not ashamed to boast 
Then long-armed Burris A. Jenkins 
reached out here, and Walter M. White 
went home to be the secretary of his 
Alma Mater, Kentucky University.

A BILL 


TO REQIRE MANUFACTURERS AND SHIPPERS OF FOODS FOR INTERSTATE SHIP 
MENT TO LABEL SAID FOODS AND PRINT THE INGREDIENTS CONTAINED 
IN SUCH FOODS ON EACH PACKAGE THEREOF. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of Amer- 
ica in Congress assembled: That every person, firm or corporation engaged in the manufac- 
ture, preparation or compounding of food for human consumption, shall print in plain view 
on each package thereof made by or for them shipped from any State or Territory, or the 
District of Columbia, a complete and accurate statement of all the ingredients thereof, de- 
fined by words in common use to describe said ingredients, together with the announcement 
that said statement is made by the authority of, and guaranteed to be accurate by, the 
makers of such food, and the name and complete address of the makers. shall be affixed 
thereto; all printed in plain type of a size not less than that known as eight point, and in the 
English language. 

Sec. 2. That the covering of each and every package of manufactured, prepared or com- 


si 

















pounded foods shippéd from any State, Territory or the District of Columbia, when the food 
in said package shall have been taken from a covering supplied by or for the makers and re- 
covered by or for the sellers, shall bear upon its face or within its enclosure an accurate 
copy of the statement of ingredients and name of the makers which appeared upon the. pack- 
age or covering of said food as supplied by or for the makers thereof. printed in like manner 
is the statement of the makers was printed, and such statement shall also bear the name 
and address of the person, firm or corporation that re-covered such food. 

Sec. 2. That it shall be unlawful for any person or persons to purposely, wilfully and 
maliciously remove, alter, obliterate or destroy such statement of ingredients appearing on 
packages of food, as provided in the preceding sections, and any person or persons who shall 
violate this section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be fined not 
less than one hundred dollars nor more than five hundred dollars, or imprisoned not less 
than one month nor more than six months, or both, in the discretion of the court. 

Sec. 4. That the Bureau of Chemistry of the Department of Agriculture shall procure, or 
cause to be procured from retail dealers, and analyze, or cause to be analyzed or examined, 
chemically, microscopically, or otherwise, samples of all manufactured, prepared or com- 
pounded foods offered for sale in original, unbroken packages in the District of Columbia, 
in any Territory, or in any State other than that in which they shall have been respectively 
manufactured or otherwise produced, or from a foreign countrv, or intended for export to a 
foreign country. The Secretary of Agriculture shall make necessary rules and regulations for 
carrying out the provisions of this Act, and is hereby authorized to employ such chemists, 
inspectors, clerks. laborers, and other employees. as may be necessary to carry out the pro- 
visions of this Act and to make such publication of the results of the examinations and 
analysis as he may deem proper And any manufacturer. producer or dealer who shall refuse 
to supply. upen application and tender and full payment of the selling price samples of such 
articles of food to any person duly authorized by the Secretary of Agriculture to receive the 
same. shall be auilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be fined not exceeding 
one hundred dollars. or imprisoned not exceeding one hundred days, or beth. 

Sec. 5. That any persen, firm or corporation who shall violate Sections 1 and 2 of this 
Act shall be cuiltv of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be fined not exceeding two 
hundred dollars for the first offense and for each subsequent offense not exceeding three 
hundred dollars, or be imprisuned not exceeding one year. or both, in the discretion of the 





Sec. 6 That anv person. firm or corporation. who shall wilfully. purpesely or maliciously 
change or add to the ingredients of any food. make false charges. or incorrect analysis. with 
the purpose of subjecting the makers of such foods to fine or imprisonment under this Act 
shall be cuilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall ke fined not exceeding one thou- 
sand dollars, nor less than three hundred dollars, or imprisoned fur not less than thirty days 
nor more than one year. or loth 

Sec. 7. That it shall be the duty of every district attorney to whom the Secretary of 

criculture shall report anv violytion of this Act to cause proceedings to be commenced 

and prosecuted without delay for the fines and penalties in such ease provided 

Sec. & That this Act shall net be construed to interfere with commerce wholly internal 
in any State. nor with the exercise of their police powers by the several States. 
Sec. 9. That all acts or parts of acts inconsistent with this Act are hereby repealed, 
Sec. 10. That this Act shall be in force and effect from and after the first day of Oc- 
toher nineteen hundred ard six
